RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

In a restriction requirement dated March 24, 2005, the Examiner required 
restriction under 35 U.S.C. § 121 between claims 1 1-15 (Group I); claims 16, 17 and 42- 
44 (Group II); claim 18 (Group III) claim 19 (Group IV); claims 20-35 (Group V); claims 
36-41 (Group VI); and claims 45-54 (Group VII). 

However, Applicants note that claims 2-44 (Groups l-VI) were cancelled by a 
preliminary amendment contained in the transmittal letter accompanying the filing of this 
Application on January 23, 2002. Applicants note that the transmittal letter also 
contains an amendment to the first sentence of the specification. Copies of the 
transmittal letter and of the return postcard indicating receipt of the transmittal letter by 
the Office are enclosed. 
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Therefore, only claims 45-54 remain pending in this application. Accordingly, 
Applicants provisionally elect to prosecute Group VII, claims 45-54.
